Recommendations for the establishment of additional na- 


tional parks east of the Mississippi river is recommended in 
the anual(report of the director of the National Park service 
to the secretary of the interior. A typical section of the Ap- 
palachian range and a section of the Florida Everglades as 
possibilities, and the Mammoth cave in Kentucky as a remote 
possibility are suggested. 


Revenue from national parks in 1923 amounted to $513,- 


477, and the advent of the automobile has brought'such large 
number of persons to these reserves that many such as the 
big Yellowstone Park are self-sustaining. The entir.e park sys- 
tem, experts believe, can'be placed upon such a basis. 


..Native fauna and flora rapidly are disappearing because
